SELECTMEN’S REPORT. 


In submitting the annual report of the selectmen it may not 
be out of place to call the attention of the citizens to some of 
the features therein reported, that might not be noticed by a 
cursory examination of the full report. 

The fiscal year that closed on the 15th, day of February has 
in some respects been very favorable to the financial interests 
of the town, but not entirely as propitious as we trust it may 
be in the future. The highways have been less expensive than 
last year, partly by a favorable summer season and no road 
breaking bills during the winter, sidewalks being the only ex- 
pense, and partly from a more prudent expenditure of funds. 
On the other side there have been some expenses that ordina- 
rily are not liable to be required, as in the case of Wentworth 
vy. Pittsfield. The balance of the cost in this case ($590.05) 
has been paid, and we trust that the winning of this suit will 
show that it was a judicious expenditure, and the unusual sick- 
vess in the Dowboro’ District caused an expenditure of $402.64, 
—these two items alone being nearly $1,000. 

But in spite of this there has been a substantial reduction of 
the indebtedness of the town, as will be seen by the report of 
the treasurer. | 

Your selectmen have endeavored not to contract or allow any 
unnecessary expenditures where it was possible to prevent them, 
yet are fully aware that the limit of economy has not been 
reached and can only be attained by a more united effort.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 


In submitting this, the tenth annual report since the estab- 
ment of public library privileges in this town, it is a source of 
much gratification to report a very successful year in library 
work. Each succeeding year makes more clearly apparent the 
appreciation of the general public in opportunities and privi- 
leges offered them by the institution. 

Especially is this true as relating to the pupils of the public 
schools who make use of the literature of the library as an aid 
in school work. A leading feature now, of library work all- 
over the country is the codperation of the public library with 
the public schools. Special effort is made by the librarians 
and teachers to bring pupils in closer touch with the library and 
to have them fully recognize that it is a great storehouse of in- 
formation upon which they may draw freely. It is pleasing to 
note a constant progressive movement in this direction relative 
to our own institution and schools. 

One of the pressing needs to facilitate the work of the library 
and the giving of better service to all who come to the loan 
desk, is that of having a new classification of books, and a 
better and more up-to-date system of cataloguing and charging 
of books loaned out. 

To make this change will require the expenditure of nearly, 
if not quite, one hundred dollars. It is therefore earnestly 
hoped that at the coming March meeting the usual annual ap- 
-propriation for the library may be increased by the addition of 
the above amount. 

It has also been a most successful year in the addition of 
books. Nearly 300 have been added by purchase from town 
appropriation and through the kindly interest of friends of the 
institution who have manifested their good will by the gift of 
books. Such acts of kind remembrance are greatly apprecia- 
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ated by the official management, as well as by all who enjoy 
the privileges of the library. 

Among those who have shown their interest in such substan- 
tial manner, is Mrs. Katherine Smith Hobbs of Paterson, 
N.J., who supplied a long-felt need by giving the Century 
Dictionary and Encyclopedia; a handsomely bound work in 
ten large volumes, and of incalculable value to the library.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the selectmen and citizens of Pittsfield the following 
report of the expenditures and the condition of our schools for 
the year ending February 15, 1906, is respectfully submitted : 


At the last annual townmeeting it was voted to raise the 
amount of $200, for the purpose of making repairs at the 
grammar school building. The money has been appropriated 
as intended and the building is now in good condition. 

The schoolhouses at Tilton Hill and Upper City have been 
given a coat of paint, and the brick primary has _ been 
shingled. 

The school buildings which are now occupied for school 
purposes are practically in good repair and will require very 
little expended on them for some time. 

A few improvements, however, are always in order, as a 
woodshed at the grammar school building and a fence at the 
briek primary. Whenever our fuuds will permit, we shall be 
glad to see these additions made. , 

The trustees of the academy have recently purchased and 
presented to the high school, scientific apparatus to the value 
of nearly $100,.and have fitted up a. laboratory in the base- 
ment of the building for experimental work. This meets a 
longfelt need and merits the appreciation of all interested in 
educational advancement. 

It has ever been a deplorable fact that ape and friends 
have seemed indifferent to the work that was being done in our 
schools, and that very few have visited them to know from 
personal observation the methods taught and the progress 
made by the pupils. Apparently it was sufliciently satisfactory 
to them—and of paramount importance—to know that their 
children liked the teacher. 
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To Mr. Merrill belongs the credit of solving the problem of 
bringing the mountain to Mohammed when Mohammed would 
not go to the mountain. ‘This he did by collecting a specimen 
of each individual pupil’s work, either in writing, drawing, 
composition or mathematics and exhibiting the same at the 
Academy Hall, to which all were invited, to inspect the work 
and to listen to an instructive lecture upon the subject of draw- 
ing by Professor Burnham of Massachusetts, who was master 
of the art, as was evidenced by his illustrations. 

To many, who had no previous knowledge of what was being 
done in our school rooms, the work displayed was a revelation 
of the thorough and painstaking instruction imparted by our 
teachers. » 

Another literary treat, which all were privileged to enjoy 
through the kindly generosity of Superintendent Merrill was 
the lecture by Rev. Edgar Blake of Manchester. 

On this occasion a demonstration of Normal work was given 
by two of our grade teachers with their pupils. 

Early in the year, by the death of Mrs. Harriet Tuttle 
Folsom, we lost a loyal and devoted member of our school 
board. 

Possessed of a bright mind, cultared by rare literary attain- 
ments, she was well qualified to fill the many positions which 
her station in life demanded. ‘To us, she was an inspiration 
for good, and to the cause of education, in which she .labored 
unselfishly with untiring zeal, she was a potent benefactress. 

Her faithfulness in the discharge of all duties devolving 
upon her asa member of the board is worthy of more than 
passing notice. However arduous or distasteful those duties 
might be, she carefully considered the subject from all stand- 
points and then acted unerringly according to her best judg- 
ment. Mrs. Folsom had generously given two years of ser- 
vice on our school board, and a few months prior to her death 
she was unanimously reélected for an additional term of three 
years. 

The death of Miss Edna Blake removes one who, until ill- 
ness obliged her to leave the school, was a member of the 
present graduating class in our high school. Of a kind and 
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cheerful disposition she made. many friends among her school- 
mates, to whom will ever come’ a shade of sadness at the 
thought of her early death, when, in future years memory 
reverts to these happy schooldays. 

It has been the desire of the school board in serving you to 
do the greatest amount of good to the largest number of people. 
We have laborered impartially for the best interests of our 
schools. Having no friends to reward or enemies to punish 
we have chosen our teachers with especial reference to their 
fitness and ability to instruct.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee : 


*. 


I haye the honor to submit my second annual report, being 
the fifth from the superintendent’s department. In general the 
report extends from the beginning of the school year up to 
February 15, 1906. 

The fall term of this year opened September 11, and found 
us with six new teachers on our teaching corps, five being in 
the village schools. 

Mr. Norman J. Page, who had been principal of the high 
school for four years, tendered his resignation in May, to take 
effect at the end of the spring term, 1905. Mr. Page gave 
faithful and efficient service, and it was with much sincere re- 
gret that his connection with our school work had to be sev- 
ered. But the committee was very fortunate in being able to 
secure the services of Mr. Edward §. Watson, a man with 
much successful experience in school work, who had previously 
been principal of the school, and knew, as no one else could 
know, your needs. Mr. Watson is an untiring worker, an effi- 
cient teacher of the highest order, and his interest for the best 
welfare of the school knows no bounds. At my request he has 
set forth points bearing upon the high school, which you will 
find in another place. 

A course in drawing has been given in the grades of the 
village schools. In the grammar building the principal has been 
supervisor of this work in grades two—seyen inclusive ; two les- 
sons a week have been given most of the time. Drawing in 
grades eight and nine wasn’t begun until the winter term. In 
grades four—nine inclusive, beginning not long after the open- 
ing of the winter term, systematic and progressive work has 
been carried on in music. Though the teaching force in the 
grades has been composed of earnest, hard-working, compe- 
tent teachers, who have done their work cheerfully and sys- 
tematically, always laboring conscientiously for the highest 
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welfare of their schools and the community, more could have 
been accomplished had a better supply of books been placed 
at their disposal. : 

Three subjects, arithmetic, botany and physical geography 
should be removed from the high school course and added to 
the grade curriculum. Nature study should start with grade two 
and be continued through all the grades as outlined in the 
‘* Program of Studies for the Common Schools of New Hamp- 
shire.” 

The school rooms in the village are overcrowded with pupils. 
There is imperative need of two more teachers. The second 
primary ‘rooms should be relieved of their first grades, and 
these grades given to one teacher; also, grade two should be 
given to a teacher who could devote her entire time to the 
class. ‘The remaining six grades can occupy the grammar 
building with this arrangement: Grade three and half of grade 
four to occupy the present first primary room; gvade five and 
the advanced half of grade four, the intermediate; the other 
grades to remain as they are. ‘Two rooms would then .be 
overcrowded, yet two overcrowded are not as bad as six. 
This arrangement would permit promotions to be made twice 
a year below the fifth grade, and the advantages accruing to 
both the slow and quick pupils would be immeasurable. A 
class of 13 pupils was kept at the brick primary this year, 
mainly from the lack of such accommodations. ‘Thirty-five 
pupils are as many as any teacher ought to have under her 
charge, without an assistant. . Your rooms for the fall term 
averaged about 56 to a teacher, . 

It may be said that the town is doing all it can afford to do 
for its children, and we must forego such advantages. ‘Those 
who are acquainted with our higher institutions of learning 
know that their enrolments are made up, to a considerable de- 
gree, by students who do not come from luxurious homes. 
Time, parental sacrifice, and industry are the only imperative 
requisites necessary to educate the normal child. The poorer 
the home, the harder will the labor be, but does not the reward 
pay for the extra effort? 

The notion that a building once made sanitary will always 
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remain so, and that healthful conditions of school life, once 
obtained, will never be lost, is fallacious. As often as other- 
wise, the air in the rooms of the grammar-school building is 
thoroughly vitiated in 40 minutes after the opening of the 
school, during the fall and spring terms, when there is little or 
no fire in the building. The only present remedy for this con- 
dition is to open the windows. Some other provision ought to 
be made for ventilation, and the building should be connected 
with the river for sewerage purposes. 

I believe your school year should be lengthened to 36 weeks. 
Those schools of 30 weeks have a vacation consisting of 42 
per cent. of the calendar year. Partly to lessen the length of 
the summer vacation for these schools the winter term was 
made the short term of the year. But, with a spring vacation 
of five weeks, the summer one must still be three and one half 
months in length, a vacation quite too long for children to go 
without doing intellectual work, 

‘¢ There is never time in the history of any system of schools 
when the spirit of progress is out of place. They always need 
the stimulus of new ideas from the young blood of the growing 
generation of our growing nation. The tremendous power of 
a-common purpose to accept nothing but the best, to treat the 
subject of educational opportunity and educational privilege in 
the light of a sacred trust, and to reject nothing which would 
redound to the success and credit of our schools—this power 
will furnish the impetus for success. ‘The elementary schools, 
at least, are a boon to the poor man, granted him by the gen- 
erous laws of a liberty-loving -people. This privilege should 
be jealously guarded from every destructive influence that is 
prone to creep into public matters. The standard of work 
can never be too high for any man’s child. The common 
school is the most powerful agency by which native ability is 
allowed to develop for sustaining our civil institutions and 
enjoying those opportunities which our Constitution vouchsafes 
to all men, whether they be possessed of great wealth, a modest 
competence, or the humblest of homes.”

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL. 


To the members of the School Board the following report of 
the Pittsfield High School is respectfully submitted : 


Since September last the High School enrolment has been 
somewhat smaller than usual, but the pupil ability, though in 
some cases represented by extremes and peculiarities, averages 
well. In the main the boys and girls have shown a live and 
ready spirit of school loyalty, an earnest desire to stand in 
the proper relation to their teachers, and a good appreciation 
of the townspeople’s interest and confidence in the school. 

The work has been advanced this year in much the same 
way as last. The assistants, Miss Bradley and Miss Manuel, 
have coutinued their work according to last year’s schedule, 
with the exception that the latter has exchanged a part of her 
mathematics for French. In order to strengthen the science 
depaartment, about one hundred dollars’ worth of physical 
apparatus has been purchased, and through the kindly interest 
of the academy trustees a physical laboratory has been fitted 
up. Wauth this outfit, the school is fairly equipped for teach- 
ing this subject in a modern, practical way. 

The aim of the courses of study is substantially the same as 
that of the best village high schools in the state. This aim is 
twofold: (1) It seeks to develop as much general breadth and 
power as existing conditions will allow; (2) it undertakes to 
offer a line of work such as will fit a boy or girl for the average 
college. 

Recently several high schools in the state have tried to meet 
the popular demand for instruction in ‘* more practical sub- 
jects”? by introducing various commercial branches. After 
trial, however, it is conceded by most of these experimenters 
that these studies have a dangerous tendency to displace others 
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which should precede them, and that pupils of high school age 
should be neither tempted nor permitted to specialize before 
they have a solid fundamental education upon which to build 
the specialty. Such courses as Pittsfield High School offers 
in languages, history, mathematics and science are well calcu- 
lated to furnish this general knowledge and power whereby. 
intelligent specialization is made possible and ultimately prof- 
itable. 

Though the matter of grade supervision has a more or less 
indirect bearing upon high school interests, yet since the grade 
work represents the underpinning upon which the high school 
structure is built, such supervision may properly be mentioned 
in this place. What building committee would employ a dozen 
men who declared themselves to be masons and set'them to 
work putting in the foundation of a building designed to out- 
stand time and eternity without placing over them a competent 
master mason, who should see that every part of the work was 
carefully executed and painstakingly fitted together so as to 
render the whole as strong and enduring as possible? 

In a printed letter lately sent out to each school board in 
the state, Superintendent Morrison has set forth, in a. manner 
which would seem most convincing, the positive advantages of 
expert supervision. Moreover, Ex-Principal Page has said to 
the writer that the raising of the standard in his school here 
was possible largely as a result of the supervisory work accom- 
plished in the grades. ; 

In this day of lively progress, schools as well as everything 
else must keep up with the times. Up-to-date young men and 
women, capable of meeting the demands of up-to-date life, 


can only become so through up-to-date methods of training.
